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COMET WILL 

APPEAR SOON 

astronomers in rivalry 

Observatory Hopes to He First 
to Herald the Return of Halley’s 
Hreat Comet 


There is great rivalry between the 
various observatories of the world to 
see which will be first to “pick up” 
Halley’s comet, that wanderer in the 
heavens which makes its appearance 
once in every seventy-fire or seventy- 
six years. The comet will probably 
make Its appearance in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Orion some time before the 
end of September, first being reached 
by the largest telescopes with pho¬ 
tographic equipment. As it comes 
nearer it will become visible to the 
unaided eye and during most of the 
winter will be well visible high in 
the midnight heavens. 

Halley’s comet is one of the most 
famous of ail these eccentric wan- 
<! mere which are held in tow by the 
sun, partly b<cause of the relation it 
lore to the discovery of the nature 
of comets and their actions. It was 
last seen in 1 S36, after being in 
tight tor a year or two. Since then 
it has been beyond the view of the 
strongest telescopes but its course 
has been charted with as great ex¬ 
actitude as that of a ship at sea. On 
this cycle it will pass its brightest 
phase in June, 1910, after which it 
will decrease in brightness until it 
disappears for another long period. 

There is no danger of this comet— 
or any other—striking the earth, 
though it will come within a hand’s 
breadth, in astronomical reckoning 
a matter of 20,000,000 miles of the 
earth. That will afford a fine chance 
for observation of our fleeting neigh¬ 
bor. 

There are few more interesting 
chanters in the history of astronom¬ 
ical research than that which tells 
the tale of the tracing back through 
the long centuries of this remarkable 
comet .says the Scientific American. 
Chiefly through the devoted labors of 
a group of classical and Oriental : 
scholars, we can trace back the an- ' 
pearar.ce of Halley’s comet through ! 
twenty centuries, surely a long 
enough period to give it a distinction 
among comets. 1 

Some of these appearances are of 1 
unique interest. On the Bayeux tap- * 
estry there is a famous picture of the ! 
comet which appeared in 1066 and ! 
“which William theTJonquiFor” re¬ 
garded as a herald of vistory for his i 
arms. Hind proved that this fateful r 
star was none other than Hallev’s 1 
comet. ‘ c 

Then, again, there are many ref- 1 
erenees in classical literature to the 1 
appearance of various “fearful stars,” 
some oT which can be claimed returns 
of Halley’s comet. 

it is a marvel that the deductive 
minds of many of the ancient philos¬ 
ophers did not see a connection—as 
they did in eclipses—between regu¬ 
larly recurring phenomena. Pos¬ 
sibly the fear which these supposed 
messengers of doom raised in the 
hearts of all, learned or unlearned, 
may have led the ancients to leave 
comets alone. 

It is to Edmund Halley, the con¬ 


temporary and friend of Newton, 
that we are indebted for lifting com¬ 
ets from the region of superstition 
to "he calmer sphere of pure geom¬ 
etry. At Newton’s request he under¬ 
took a thorough investigation of 
their movements, and into the laws 


which controlled these movements 
I he 1682 comet especially held his 
attention. His keen mind soon traced 
a connection between similar ap¬ 
pearances separated by seventy-six 
years, and on working out the orbit 
of the comet, which will now for¬ 
ever he inseparably connected with 
his name, he boldly declared that it 
would again anpear in 1758. It was 
seen for the first time on December 
25th of that year by an amateur 
astronomer in Saxony. 

Thus for ever the mystery which 
had gathered round comets was dis¬ 
pelled.

One 
of the set pieces represented the de¬ 
struction of a vessel by fire. When 
the explosion of powder on the barge 
hurled fire in all directions the spec¬ 
tators on shore did not become 
alarmed. 

The launch caught fire and when 
the ladies jum,ped overboard and 
their husbands jumped to save them 
the spectators thought at first it was 
all part of the display.

Plan Mill Be Persented by Board of 
Trade Committee—Regular 
Meeting Last Night

CAR SCHEDULE CHANGED 

Passengers between Sierra Madre 
and Pasadena will he interested in 
the new schedule in force on the 
Colorado street line in Pasadena. 
Lamanda Park cars connecting with 
the Sierra Madre line at El Camino 
no longer leave Fair Oaks and Colo¬ 
rado street regularly at 25 minutes 
after the hour. So give heed to the 
new arrangement if you do not wish 
to miss your connection some time. 
The- first- -ear - now" Teaves Fair Oaks 
and Colorado at 5:57 a. m. Cars 
run regularly thereafter every 18 
minutes. The 18-rninute schedule 
causes the time for the hourly' con¬ 
nection to vary somewhat. Cars con¬ 
necting for Sierra Madre now leave 
as follows: 6:15, 7:27, 8:21, 9:15, 
10:27, 12:15, 1:27, 2:21, 3:13, 4:27, 
5:21, 5:29, 6:15, 8:21, 11:39. 


Glendora expects to be using the 
gas of the Covina Valley Gas Com 
pany within a few weeks. The lay¬ 
ing of mains has been pushed rapid¬ 
ly and Manager W. A. White, former¬ 
ly with the Edison Company at 
Monrovia and Sierra Madre, is near¬ 
ly swamped with demands for gas 
service. It was at first thought that 
30.000...._fp.pt of mains wnn 1H ho dif¬ 


fident for the town. But the de- 
mand for service connections has 
been so great that the amount has 
beep increased to 40,000 feet. Glen¬ 
dora libs beaten os to it on the gas 
proposition, but it is coming in 
Sierra Madre sooner or later. 


That was a sensible thing the 
County Horticultural Commission 
did on petition of the Altadena Im¬ 
provement Association. Over at Alta¬ 
dena the fruit growers and others 
objected to the methods of the com¬ 
mission in compelling more or less 
general fumigation of orchards as 
they did in Sierra Madre. They did 
not like the idea of having notices 
served on all to fumigate and then 
having half the notices disregarded, 
either because some of the property 
owners did not want to fumigate or 
because others could not get the fu¬ 
migating crews to ,pay any attention 
to their requests for service. That 
was what happened in Sierra Madre 
and the orchards which were fumi¬ 
gated were left at the mercy of oth¬ 
ers nearby which had not been freeu 
from scale. And some of the Alta 
dena growers thought they had bet¬ 
ter ways of reaching the scale than 
fumigating, and had good, clean or¬ 
chards to back up their assertions, 
as did some of the Sierra Madre 
growers. Consequently the Altadena 
Improvement Association got togeth¬ 
er and demanded that they be al¬ 
lowed to control the fight against 
orchard pests in their district, which 
request was granted. They will see 
that the fight is kept up along what¬ 
ever lines seem best. Derelict prop¬ 
erty owners will be reported to the 
commission for treatment and the 
commission’s inspectors will make 
the rounds as usual. But the Alta¬ 
dena Improvement Association has 
assumed the responsibility for re¬ 
sults in their district and is now in 
complete charge of the campaign 
against pests.

Chief J. A. Gilbert has called a 
meeting of the volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment for this evening at the City 
Hall.

h House numbers as an aid to visib¬ 
ly ors - local information vendors and 
the postoffice force are in prospect for 
d the near future. Messrs. Yerxa, 
i_ Bridle, Keys and Mead appeared on 
d hehalf of the Board of Trade at last 
n night's meeting of the city trustees 
0 with a request for such action. The 
only question of expediency raised 
L was tha t of the expense of having 
e the thin g d r> ne right. There was no 
disagreement as to the desirability 
of it. The seventeenth ordinance in- 
n troduced before the trustees was a 
e house numbering ordinance, but it 
:- was tabled two years ago because of 
e the expense then estimated. The 
committee agreed to prepare a sys¬ 
tem of numbers and a numbered 
i map without expense to the city and 
i the trustees agreed to cunsider it 
i and furnish a map for the purpose. 

Ordinances 107, 108 and 109 were 
i passed. They order work on Wilden 
street, the building of a culvert on 
- Hermosa avenue near Grand View, 
and of two culverts and two swales 
on Central avenue. Current bills 
were allowed. 

The trustees wish it distinctly un¬ 
derstood that they have not author- 
ized any street contractor to use pri¬ 
vate property as a dumping ground 
for surplus dirt. Any contractor who 
causes dirt or rocks to he dumped on 
; private ground without the owner’s 
permission does so on his own re¬ 
sponsibility and can he compelled to 
remove it. This has been ordered in 
one or two cases where the contrac¬ 
tors dumped dirt where it was not 
wanted. 

FIRE APPARATUS ARRIVES 

Do not feel at liberty to go out and 
set something afire just because the 
new fire hose has arrived. There are 
two large, round bundles neatly tied 
up in burlap at the City Hall, con¬ 
taining the 500 feet of hose ordered 
purchased by the City Trustees. The 
rest of the equipment is expected to 
arrive soon. But it would not be 
well to try to celebrate with a real 
•fire until the fire- -pitrgs- are mure nu-— 
merous than at present.

NO HIGH SCHOOL TUITION FEE 

Legislature Did Away With Old Prac¬ 
tice of Some Districts 

I According to the South Pasadena 
Record, one of the laws passed by 
the last legislature provides that 
hereafter no tuition charge shall be 
made against any pupils attending 
1 a high school in California. Hereto- 
| fore it has been the custom to charge 
| such tuition against pupils attending 
) a high school who lived outside the 
district. These charges have ranged 
all the way from $35 to $75, the 
rates being fixed by the local boards 
i of education. In Monrovia, for in¬ 
stance, it was $4 5 a year, in Pasa¬ 
dena about the same, while pupils 
attending the high school in Los An¬ 
geles were required to pay $75. 

Under the new law, any person of 
school age, living in a district which 
does not maintain a high school, may 
attend a school in another district 
without the payment of any tuition 
fee. The money to pay the cost of 
such additional attendance is to be 
raised by levying a special tax 
against those living outside the high 
school district. This tax will be ' 
levied annually by the board of super- ' 
vistors. < 

The county superintendent of < 
schools is required to compile a re- ; 
port showing the number of pupils ; 
attending the high schools of the ; 
county, the number residing in high • 
school districts and the number re- { 
school districts. The cost per pupil < 
siding in the county, but not in high < 
will be then reckoned and divided \ 
per capita between the inside and -■ 
the outside districts. A special tax ^ 
will be levied to pay for the educa- j 
tion of those living in the outside < 
districts. In this manner no one 5 
family will be called upon to pay ^ 
heavily for the education of a son 3 
or daughter, but the entire county 3 
will share in the expense and the i 
tax upon ail will be very slight. It i 
makes a high school education pos- <1 
sible for the son or daughter of the 4 
poorest family living in the most out- 3 
of-the-way place. »
